Laird Cites Soviet 
Missile Progress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
says the Soviets have test-fired 
multiple warheads on their bas­ 
ic SSI I intercontinental ballistic 
missile for the first time. 
And his top Pentagon scientist 
says at Ute present pace the So­ 
viets could not only outstrip the 
United States in strategic and 
tactical weaponry by 1976 but in 
secret technology as well. 
Laird announced Wednesday 
an

destroyer

three objects drop in the Pacific 
near Midway Island last Friday

Russian 
equivalent of the U.S. Minute­ 
man. 
It is not known, he said, lf the 
objects were weapons or if they 
were aimed and not simply 
dropped.

SAIGON (AP) — Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew arrived in 
Vietnam today for his second 
visit of the year and declared 
that the success of the Cambo­ 
dian venture has insured that 
U.S. troop withdrawals will pro­ 
ceed as planned. 
“ We will go forward with it,”

He 
goes to Thailand Friday, and al­ 
though he said again today he 
would not visit Cambodia, offi­ 
cials in Phnom Penh were mak­ 
ing plans for him to stop there 
for lunch en route to Bangkok. 
In his remarks to newsmen 
during the flight from Formosa, 
the vice president said the Viet­ 
nam policy advocated by Sen,

U.S.-Russian Force

Unfortu nate­ 
ly , this has not worked ou t as 
anticipated.

are both designed

areas In the case of the North 
Atlantic Treaty , the consent of 
Congress is not requ ired for 
military force to be instantly 
inv oked by the United States in 
the ev ent of an attack on any 
member. As for the Sou theast 
Asia Treaty , no military action 
can be taken by American forc­ 
es withou t the consent of Con­ 
gress. 
There is some dispu te as to 
whether the United States act­ 
ed with su fficient au thority at 
the ou tset in the Vietnam War. 
When the Gu lf of Tonkin Reso­ 
lu tion was passed by Congress 
in 1964, it was regarded as 
granting power to carry on the 
war in the region. 
All 
the 
debate 
in 
recent 
months has been against fu rther 
inv olv ement abroad. This 
is 
why 
Senator 
Fu lbright’s 
an­ 
nou ncement of a plan to police 
a settlement in the Middle East 
throu gh the United Nations— 
su pplemented by a special trea­ 
ty for the defense of Israel 
participated in by the United 
States alono — is a big su r­ 
prise. It differs from the atti­ 
tu de which he and many of the 
other critics hav e taken in the 
last two y ears with respect to 
additional commitments by the 
United States that might mean 
military operations in any part 
of the world. 
If the resu lt of the cu rrent 
discu ssion is to take adv antage 
of the friendlier relations that 
hav e arisen between the Unit­ 
ed States and the Sov iet Union 
to enable the United Nations to 
do the peace-keeping job for 
which it was created 25 y ears 
ago.
